It results that trainer Joyner now lias but seven- 
teen horses in bis care at Balaton I144US4* behmging 
to Mr. Whitney, nine of which are unnamed tw«, 
ycar-oMs by Hamburg. Br'sunstiek, Burgomaster and 
Fowling-piece, tin* latter lH*iug English-bred. Mr.
